Families from across Ep¬ 
som celebrated students’ 
GCSE results on Thursday 
(August 24) despite a baf¬ 
fling new grading system 
and government reform to 
make exams harder. 

GCSE grades this year 
were awarded on a scale of 
9, being the highest grade, 
to 1, the lowest. 

The new grading sys¬ 
tem also features two 
pass marks, with 4 being 
a standard pass and 5 a 
strong pass. 

Epsom College in Col¬ 
lege Road saw its GCSE 
grades rise by 20 percent 
within the 9 to 8 range (A 
to A*). 

53 percent of all grades 
were within the 9 to 8 
range, and 76 percent of 
grades were 9 to 7. 

Almost a third of all pu¬ 
pils (32 percent) achieved 
an exceptional clean sweep 
of 9 to 8 grades. 

Over 90 percent of 
grades in computer sci¬ 


ence, further maths, ge¬ 
ography, mandarin and 
music, were awarded 9 to 8 
(A*to A). 

In Blenheim High School 
on Longmead Road, the 
percentage of students 
with 5 or more GCSEs at a 
grade 4 or above, including 
english and maths, rose by 
8 percent this year to 64 
percent. 

At Rosebery School, 
88 per cent of students 
achieved at least a 4 in 
English and Maths, 44 per¬ 
cent of which were 9 to 7 
grades (A* to A). 

13 Rosebery School stu¬ 
dents even achieved a full 
sweep of 7 to 9 grades. 

Headteacher Ros Allen 
said: “This has been a very 
challenging year, given the 
breadth of change that 
teachers and students have 
had to deal with, often 
with next to no support 
from the exam boards. 

“I am thrilled that our 
students have risen so well 
to the rigours of these new 
courses and have achieved 
such great results, which 
entirely reflects their 
positive attitude and dedi¬ 
cation.”

CHRISTOPHER ROBIN (PG): Towards the conclusion 
of Marc Forster’s fantasy, Winnie the Pooh (voiced by 
Jim Cummings) stares adoringly at a grown-up Chris¬ 
topher Robin (Ewan McGregor), who has forgotten the 
joy of his childhood spent romping around the Hundred 
Acre Wood. “It’s always a sunny day when Christopher 
Robin comes to play,” coos the honey-guzzling bear. 
Alas, that sunshine doesn’t always penetrate the rain 
clouds that linger over this cinematic namesake, which 
shamelessly milks our affection for beloved characters 
created by AA Milne and EH Shepard. Credited to three 
screenwriters, Christopher Robin relies heavily on the 
quirks and naive charm of Pooh and his companions, 
who are convincingly brought to life through digital trick¬ 
ery. An emotionally manipulative final act, hung on an 
action set-piece in post-wartime London, is signposted 
as clearly as the fearsome Heffalumps and Woozels. 

THE EQUALIZER 2 (15): Crime and punishment trade 
furious blows and bludgeon us into wearying submis¬ 
sion in The Equalizer 2, a blood-spattered sequel to the 
2014 action thriller, which reunited director Antoine Fu¬ 
qua with Training Day leading man Denzel Washington. 
Both return to active duty alongside scriptwriter Richard 
Wenk for a revenge mission, which doles out rough jus¬ 
tice on home soil in breathlessly staged and gratuitously 
violent fight sequences. A wince-inducing prologue, 
set inside a speeding Turkish Railway dining carriage, 
underlines the central character’s predilection for snap¬ 
ping limbs and face-planting knife-wielding henchmen as 
a means to a noble end. Fuqua justifies each adrenaline- 
fuelled bout of fisticuffs by suggesting that everyone 
is stained by sin. “There are no good and bad people 
anymore. No enemies, just unfortunates” opines a CIA 
operative. Ultimately, we’re the unfortunates because 
The Equalizer 2 squanders its Oscar-winning star and 
builds to a final showdown battered by hurricane-force 
winds that is overblown in every sense. 

THE MEG (12A): It’s not safe to go back into the water 
in director Jon Turteltaub’s supersized horror thriller, 
which has been splashing about in development hell for 
two decades. Based on Steve Alten’s best-selling novel, 
The Meg imagines the carnage wrought by a 75ft long 


megalodon shark on an underwater research complex, 
which has been close to one of China’s most popular 
tourist beaches. This alFyou-can-chomp buffet of swim¬ 
mers, surfers and sun-worshipping teenagers provides 
the film with an overblown action sequence saturated 
with digital effects, which are notable by their poor 
execution. Laughable overhead shots of children pad¬ 
dling furiously away from the underwater threat suggest 
an entire generation of Chinese tykes in inflatable rings 
can outstroke swimming world record holders Michael 
Phelps and Adam Peaty. Humour isn’t always intentional, 
but a few crisp one-liners elicit chuckles like when one 
grief-stricken crew member caterwauls: “That living fossil 
ate my friend!” Leading man Jason Statham glowers on 
cue and removes his shirt for a gratuitous topless scene 
to verify he is in excellent gym-toned shape even if his 
film is bloated. 

UNFRIENDED: DARK WEB (15): Writer-director Ste¬ 
phen Susco’s belated sequel to the 2014 horror thriller 
Unfriended retains the neat stylistic conceit of piecing 
together a fractured narrative in windows that appear 
on a central character’s laptop screen. Music and video 
streams overlap with typed conversations on social 
media channels as the protagonist accesses a browser 
to search for clues to a chilling mystery. The face of the 
hapless hero (Colin Woodell), etched increasingly with 
fear, is visible in one of the windows, creating the illusion 
of events unfolding in real time. Like its predecessor, 
Unfriended: Dark Web retains a waft of suspense for the 
opening 15 minutes, but this quickly dissipates as the 
script loosens its grasp on plausibility to deliver explo¬ 
sions of sickening violence and a risible final twist. 

There is no punishment for an obvious violation of rules 
laid down by the sequel’s shadowy villain, erasing jeop¬ 
ardy that should be hard-wired into every frame. 

THE DARKEST MINDS (12A): Adapted from the first 
instalment of a trilogy of young adult novels penned 
by Alexandra Bracken, The Darkest Minds conjures 
dystopian nightmares that will be achingly familiar to fans 
of The Hunger Games and Divergent series. 

The live action debut of Kung Fu Panda director Jen¬ 
nifer Yuh Nelson is set in a bleak, futuristic America 


where the adult population has turned against child 
survivors of a deadly epidemic. One brave girl (Amandla 
Stenberg) emerges from the melee to follow her destiny 
as figurehead of a rebellion, inspiring others to rise up 
against brutal regimes, which exterminate what they 
do not understand. The Darkest Minds is anchored 
by the luminous Stenberg, who catalyses simmering 
on-screen chemistry with Dickinson’s strapping hunk. 
Chad Hodge’s screenplay sparks a potential sequel, but 
it’s hard to imagine that flame burning bright without the 
kindling wood of originality. 

SGT STUBBY: AN UNLIKELY HERO (PG): Bravery on 
two and four legs during the First World War wags the 
tail of director Richard Lanni’s charming if lightweight 
computer-animated history lesson. Sgt Stubby: An 
Unlikely Hero pays tribute to the most decorated dog in 
US history, who served his country for 18 months, pre¬ 
dominantly alongside one master for 17 battles and four 
military campaigns. Lanni’s picture concludes with pho¬ 
tographs of the real-life Stubby and his proud handler, 
Robert Conroy. Patriotic pride courses through the veins 
of a script co-written by Mike Stokey, which narrates the 
flourishing bond between man and beast in the words 
of Conroy’s sister Margaret (voiced by Helena Bonham 


Carter). “This is the true story of a special friendship my 
brother made while training for the war,” she coos in the 
opening voiceover. The narrative is simplistic in order to 
appeal to children and parents, both of whom will strug¬ 
gle to resist the wide-eyed charms of the titular terrier. 
THE FESTIVAL (15): The Bafta Award-winning creators 
of The Inbetweeners continue to suckle on the teat of 
puerile, laddish humour in The Festival - a filthy-minded 
comedy of awkward sex, recreational drugs and 
rock’n’roll. Shot on location at last year’s Leeds Festival 
in Bramham Park, lain Morris’s sporadically hilarious film 
trades in humiliation, body piercings and bestiality with 
one hand down its trousers and a goofy grin on its face. 
Subtlety isn’t invited to the party and scriptwriters Keith 
Akushie and Joe Parham would rather go big than go 
home with contrived set-pieces including a striptease for 
a hen party and a medical emergency involving an epi- 
pen. Some gags squarely hit their target and Jemaine 
Clement from Flight Of The Conchords is a deadpan 
delight as an uncool stepfather with an idiosyncratic ap¬ 
preciation for “house music”. However, once you sluice 
away the filth, the hastily sketched characters are largely 
unsympathetic and it’s hard to care when Lady Luck 
slaps them repeatedly in the face.

FORD has been ahead of the game, in its development of 
downsized three cylinder turbo petrol engines. 

The brand’s 1.0T EcoBoost unit, first introduced on the 
Focus and subsequently added in to the Fiesta and B-MAX 
line-ups, has been widely copied by rival brands. 

Even so, when the Blue Oval marque decided to 
introduce the powerplant into its C-MAX MPV model in 
2013, many wondered if a step too far had been taken. 

These fears proved groundless. The little engine proved 
quite up to powering a relatively large car. 

Ford offers the 999cc EcoBoost engine in two specific 
flavours. There’s an entry-level 100PS version, which gets 
to 62mph in 12.6 seconds and tops out at 108mph. 

Or there’s the punchier 125PS variant which translates 
those numbers to 11.4s and 116mph. 

There’s also the not insignificant benefit that instead of 
following a huge lump of diesel engine, you have a very 
lightweight piece of engineering plumbed into the nose, 
and that does wonders for the C-MAX’s responsiveness. 

Ride comfort remains very good but initial turn-in is 
improved markedly and body control is leagues better than 
the diesel models. 

Couple that with good steering and decent grip levels 
and you have a vehicle that after an initially unpromising 
start, emerges as something you’d actually drive the long 
way home from the school run. 

The design of this C-MAX is evolutionary, with 
many of the details being brought up to date to reflect 
contemporary Ford thinking. 

The dynamic styling delivers a stronger, sleeker front 
end, featuring Ford’s distinctive inverted trapezoidal grille. 

The washer jets have been hidden underneath the 
windscreen to give a cleaner look while the tailgate has 
been given a smoother and more sophisticated one-piece 
appearance. 

Inside, you’ll find a dash that’s a lot less fussy than 


the previous model, reflecting the customer-led design 
refinements that have already been executed on the 
Focus. 

There are fewer controls and switches, while the smart 
black satin trim and chrome detailing contributes to a 


cleaner look. 

Functions are simpler to use, such as the air- 
conditioning controls that now feature buttons that are 
easier to recognise and distinguish from each other. 
Practicality improves too, with a redesigned centre 


storage console. The seats still tumble down individually 
in one motion to create a flat floor, with over 470-litres of 
space with all five seats in place. 

If you need more room than that and the option of a 
third seating row, there’s always the Grand C-MAX model 
to consider. 

Ford offers a three model line-up to 1.0T EcoBoost 
C-MAX buyers, with the familiar Zetec, Titanium and 
Titanium X trims. 

Opt for the first two and there’s a choice of either 
100PS or 125PS power outputs, but the flagship trim 
level is limited to the pokier powerplant. 

The Zetec models are fitted with 16-inch alloy wheels, 
front fog lights, heated door mirrors, air-con and a DAB 
radio. 

The Titanium versions get 17-inch alloys, automatic 
lights and wipers, climate control, a start button and 
cruise control, while the £2k premium for the Titanium X 
buys you xenon headlights, a panoramic sunroof, part- 
leather seats, heated front seats and a different style of 
17-inch alloy wheels. 

Options include one of those tailgate opener which 
operate when you wave your foot under the bumper, 
a perpendicular parking system and Active City Stop 
collision avoidance that operates at up to 31 mph. 

Ford’s latest Sync2 voice-activated connectivity system 
is also on offer, delivering smartphone sync and the 
chance to control some of the car’s minor functions by 
voice command. 

This is an interesting car and one that Ford should be 
applauded for bringing to market. 

Your initial natural reaction will probably be that slotting 
a tiny engine into a relatively large compact MPV car has 
‘bad idea’ written all over it, but such is the gutsiness of 
the turbocharged 999cc powerplant that it’s certainly up 
to the job.
